in exercise of tho powers conferred by Section 28 uf the 
Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (39 of 1963) and with sanction 
of the Central Government under Sub-see: ion (i) of Section 
124 of that Act, the Board of Trustees for the Port of Calcutta 
hereby make the following Regulations to amend the Calcutta 
Port Trust Class-I Employees’ Acceptance of Employment 
after Retirement) Regulations, 1986. 

1. Short Title : 

These Regulations may be called the ‘ Calcutta Port Trust 
Class I Employees' (Acceptance of Employment after Retire¬ 
ment) 1st Amendment Regulations, 1992." 

2. The amendment shall come into force from the date 
of publication in the Gazelle of India. 

3. In the Calcutta Port Trust Class-I Employees’ (Accep¬ 
tance of Employment after Retirement) Regulations, 1986— 

The "explanation” clause trader Regulation 4 shall be 
substituted by the following— 

"For the purpose of these Regulations the expression 
"date of retirement’’ in relation to an employee 
governed by Pension or CPF Scheme shall be deemed 
to include the date on which such an employee 
ceasos to be in sendee and In relation to an employee 
re-employed after retirement either in the same or 
in another Class 1 post under the Board, shall mean 
the date on which such employee finally ceases to 
be so rc-employed under the Board."
